collector, his taste found expression I 
old, rare volumes, of which he collect 
cd twc libraries In his lifetime. As 
student, his taste inclined to history 
especially of his family and of his own 
town. 


In 1897 he published "A General Char 


of the Marston Family."

were sold to Individuals and libraries. 


As librarian and trustee of tho town 


library he always stood for the best in 
literature aa opposed to the trashy and 
ephemeral.

The objection of the Molly VnrnuniB to smoke talks in Memorial hall la 


' not without cause. 


If the building were nre proof Ihe objection might be tabooed but when 


we consider how easily a. conflagration mny originate from a lighted match 
or a cigar stump in a cuspidor, we cnnnot afford 
tn scout the objection lo 


smoke tolkp, often prolonged to n lute hour In Meniorlnl hull. 


A fire In that building would soon spread and might Iny In ruins Low- 


ell's grand architectural memorial to the soldiers nnd sailors of the Civil 
war. 


It Is claimed thnt the library proper, thnt 
Is, the apartments 
In which 


the books nre contained, Ifl fireproof; but so far as tho visitor to the library 
can see in the reading rooms, the art exhibits In the 
basement and 
ninny 


valuable pnper flies and records nre entirely open to destruction by any fire 
that would spread over the building. If the book alcoves are fireproof -i 
much the better. It would certainly be lo our discredit If our public llbruiy 
Buffered Irreparable loss a second time. The fire in the old public library by 
which the greater parl o£ the books wore destroyed should not be forgotten. 


The municipal buildings, that Is, the library nnd city hull, are too valuable 


to be exposed to danger by fire without all the precautions thnt can reas- 
onably be taken. We nre Informed by City Messenger Pnttee that the city 
hall is supplied with fire extinguishers nnd also with hose for use in emerg- 
encies. 
We are glad to know this and hope Hint the heads of departments 


and other officials will show their ability lo use these nppllnnces If ever the 
emergency presents Itself. 
The city librnry, we nre Informed, is not no sup- 


plied with extinguishers nnd hose. 
If this be so it would be well for Librar- 


ian Chase to look Into the matter and see that 
provision be made for ex- 


tinguishing u minor blase that if ailftwed to go unchecked even for a few 
moments might pass beyond control and eventually destroy the building. 


The fact that 
Memorial hall is used as 
a meeting 
place by various 


bodies "while not R mennco in a strong reason 
why 
greater precautions 


against fire should be taken than If no such meetings were held there. That 
smoke talks are held there Is, In the opinion of some, a source of danger 
owing to the use of matches, pipes and cigars. 
The best way to overcome it 


la suggested by the ladles of the Molly Varnums who want the smoke talks 
stopped. 


Speaking of our municipal buildings, a 
firemen's 
paper, 
published 
in 


Chicago, says: 


"The city hall and memorial buildings are built of granite. Neither Is of 


fireproof construction. All hut the top floor of the latter building Is used as 
a city library. In 1S92 a fire In the Masonic Temple, then used for city library 
purposes, destroyed a large number of volumes. The lesson of fireproof con- 
struction, however, Is yet unlearned, as the interior of the present library 
building is of combustible material, same an In the old." 


This fnct should be kept in mind by the habitues of city hnll, by the city 


council, the fire department nnd the public In general. 


The three recent destructive flrca In buildings which seemed to be almost 


as secure as is city hnll should be a warning to the authorities, and the 
protest entered by the Molly Vnrnum Indies should lead to a scrutiny of the 
fire conditions in both buildings with a view to supplying any protection thnt 
Is at present lacking. We cannot nfTctd lo lot the best 
building of the 


municipality run any risk of destruction through mismanagement or official 
negligence.
